1770 Junipero Serra and once the place wor- 
ship for representatives the Spanish throne, gover- 
nors and Presidio officers; Monterey Presidio, estab- 
lished Portola 1770 and prominent throughout 
Monterey’s history; First Theater California, used 
picturesque strolling players early 1847.

Customs House, over which have flown the 
flags Spain, Mexico and the United States; Colton 
first capitol building California. Here was 
drafted the constitution California.

cotic laws, such offenders continue present themselves. 

connection with these two departments must also 
remembered that the front and back advertising folios 
signatures each issue must printed week 
advance the pages text, and that these folios 
signatures, for greater ease printing and lesser cost, 
must multiples four. That necessitates the use 
which advertisers welcome, they make their 
pages more attractive. Without the Twenty-Five Years 
Ago and State Board copy for preferential filler use, 
would necessary use items from other medical jour- 
nals, lesser interest and value California physicians.

REPORT THE LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


the President and the House Delegates: 


During the past year number 
within the field jurisprudence have come before the 
Association, and many are before the present time. 
The legal department has all times endeavored assist 
and aid your Council and Executive Committee with re- 
spect those problems legal nature which have faced 
and now face the medical profession. 

brief résumé the more important phases the 
past year’s work the legal department will under- 
taken this report. 


Disciplinary Appeals the Judicial Council the 
American Medical Association—After the adjournment 
the House Delegates Coronado May 27, 1936, 
several members the Association, who had previously 
been disciplined their component county societies and 
whose appeals the Council the California Medical 
Association had resulted affirmance the Council 
the disciplinary measures taken the component 
county societies, appealed the Judicial Council the 
American Medical Association. Under the rules pro- 
cedure governing appeals the American Medical As- 
sociation’s Judicial Council, became necessary for the 
California Medical Association, through its Council, 
prepare and file written briefs. The legal department 
gave its assistance and great deal its time the 
Council this matter, order aid the Council 
matters procedure. 


Expert open question California 
whether physician who, voluntarily obedience 
subpoena, gives expert opinion testimony legal pro- 
ceeding without having first secured compensation for his 
services furnishing such opinion testimony, may subse- 
quently recover from the party calling him the reasonable 
value his services. many states physician who 
testifies without having first been paid can recover noth- 
ing the party calling him refuses pay for his services. 
the direction the Council, this department under- 
took represent member the Association who had 
refused give opinion evidence unless first paid therefor. 
was thought the time that this proceeding might 
become test case; however, the litigant who had in- 
sisted upon asking the physician questions calling for 
opinion evidence did not press the matter. Subsequently, 
and also the direction the Council, this department 
prepared legislative bill for the purpose adding the 
statutes this State provision requiring litigants seek- 
ing opinion evidence from physician (or other expert) 
pay the reasonable value the expert’s services. 

The proposed bill prepared this department was ap- 
proved the Council and has been introduced the 
present session the Legislature Senator McGovern, 
Senate Bill 446. This bill great importance 
the medical profession, and should carefully considered 
all members the Association. 

Corporate report for the 
year 1935 (CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE, May, 
1936, page 412), summarized the decision Pacific Em- 
ployers Insurance Co. vs. Insurance Commissioner, which 
firmly established the California law that corpo- 
ration cannot practice medicine surgery. June, 1936, 
the District Court Appeal for the Second Appellate 
District decided the case Benjamin Franklin Life As- 
surance Co. vs. Insurance Commissioner. This case ex- 
tended the rule that corporation cannot practice medi- 
cine include indirect corporate practice; the court held 
that insurance company could not, through the medium 
insurance, engage the sale medical services, re- 
gardless the methods and forms used. The House 
Delegates its last annual session adopted resolution 
directing the Council prepare, with the assistance 
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the legal department, letter setting forth the legal and 
ethical aspects the corporate practice medicine, and 
further directing that the letter sent all members 
the Association. 

accordance with the House Delegates’ resolution, 
this department prepared opinion, which was submitted 
the Council, dealing with the legal aspects corpo- 
rate practice. 

California Code Commission: Business and Professions 
Code.—Several years ago the California Legislature cre- 
ated the California Code Commission. the Com- 
mission’s duty correlate and restate, without changing 
the substantive law, all the legislative acts enacted 
the California Legislature since its first session 1850, 
which have not been repealed and which are, therefore, 
full force and effect. Each general field legislation 
has been given title, and all the statutes relating 
that particular field are being collected and placed 
codes bearing the title the field concerned. have, 
for example, the Motor Vehicle Code, Agricultural Code, 
Insurance Code, and School Code. 

During the past year the California Code Commission 
has been engaged the preparation Business and 
Professions Code. This code include all statutes 
relating the various professions and businesses within 
the State. One portion the Code will contain all 
statutes relating the practice medicine, including, 
course, the Medical Practice Act. This department has 
kept constant touch with the California Code Com- 
mission and with the officers the Association, the mem- 
bers the Board Medical Examiners; and their coun- 
sel, Deputy Attorney-General Browne, and your general 
counsel and his assistant have spent several full days with 
Mr. Arthur McHenry, Statute Reviser for the Code Com- 
mission. Each draft the Business and Professions Code 
has been carefully reviewed this department, and 
several instances suggestions have been made the Cali- 
fornia Code Commission and adopted which, our 
opinion, materially strengthen the legal position the 
medical profession. 


Physicians’ Council has directed your 
general counsel, secretary-treasurer, and editor pre- 
pare physicians’ handbook containing, summarized 
form, the various principles law and statutes govern- 
ing the practice medicine and surgery. 
outline the subjects included the handbook has 
been prepared this department and the secretary- 


treasurer. Further progress being made rapidly 
possible. 


Medical Jurisprudence months ago 
the Council established department CALIFORNIA AND 
WESTERN MEDICINE, entitled “Medical Jurisprudence,” 
and each month since its creation the Council, this 
department has appeared CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
Your general counsel has prepared each 
month, for this department, articles upon medico-legal 


problems and other legal matters interest the medical 
profession. 


Hospital Service the past year the 
Council has given great deal its time the subject 
hospital service insurance. committee the Council 
has devoted immense amount time the study 
this subject. The legal department has endeavored 
its part aiding and assisting the Council and the Com- 
mittee Hospital and/or Medical Insurance. Much time 
and study has been given this department the sub- 
ject indemnity riders hospital insurance contracts 
provide for x-ray and clinical pathologic services. 
the direction the Council this department gave its aid 
and assistance the Associated Hospital Service 
Southern California its endeavor secure permit 
from the Insurance Commissioner under the Nonprofit 
Hospital Service Act 1935. This department has also 
worked with the Insurance Commissioner’s office and the 
representatives the Association California Hospitals 
the preparation necessary amendments the Non- 
profit Hospital Service Act. the present time the 
Legislature has before Assembly Bill 1132, which 
semifinal draft the amendments formulated the result 
conferences between representatives the Insurance 
Commissioner, the Association California Hospitals, 
and this department. The legal department now de- 
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voting considerable study further amendments which 
have been submitted the hospital group. 

Medical Service requests from 
the Committee Medical and/or Hospital Insurance, 
and the direction the Council, this department has 
assisted the committee the preparation medical 
service bill. Considerable research work has been done 
order that the Association may fully informed with 
respect the constitutional and statutory problems in- 
volved medical service insurance, and order that the 
bill may not run afoul certain constitutional principles. 
the present time the Association’s medical service bill 
before the Legislature Senate Bill 605. This depart- 
ment also assisting the committee with respect pro- 
posed amendments the bill. 

the year, opinions consider- 
able interest have been requested and furnished, dealing 
with such subjects the California Unemployment Re- 
serves Act, the Federal Social Security Act, the effect 
city ordinances imposing license taxes physicians, the 
legal and ethical aspects certain types group prac- 
tice, the scope and legality various hospital insurance 
policies, the relative protection afforded members vari- 
ous physicians’ liability insurance policies, and the duties 
employee under copyright law with respect mate- 
rial compiled the course employment. bill (sug- 
gested the San Diego County Medical Society) 
amend the Medical Practice Act that advertising that 
services will performed for fixed fees shall un- 
professional conduct has been prepared.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT: ON MEDICAL EXHIBITS 
AT THE 1930 CALIFORNIA PACIFIC INTER- 
NATIONAL EXPOSITION AT SAN DIEGO 


the Council the California Medical Association and 
the Council the San Diego County Medical 
Society: 

December 20, 1935, the Council the San Diego 
County Medical Society appointed the undersigned com- 
mittee assemble and take charge exhibit medi- 
cal sciences the 1936 California Pacific International 
Exposition. This committee was later appointed Mr. 
Phillip Gildred, managing director, the official com- 
mittee the Exposition charge the Hall Medical 
Sciences. The Committee appointed Dr. William 
Geistweit, Jr., Director Medical Exhibits, and 
this appointment was, turn, officially confirmed Mr. 
Gildred. 

Doctor Geistweit, codperating with the sales department 
the Exposition, put strenuous campaign sell 
space commercial exhibitors order finance the 
medical exhibit. This campaign was well planned and 
carefully and forcefully carried out, but was complete 
failure. The collapse this sales campaign was not 
known until the building was well under way and the 
exhibits partially assembled. The agreement with the Ex- 
position was contingent selling commercial space and 
neither the Exposition nor the Committee could foresee 
the failure the commercial program. 

Realizing that project, sponsored the American 
Medical Association, California Medical Association, and 
the San Diego County Society, could not allowed 
fail for any reason whatever, and that they had legiti- 
mate right call upon the Exposition further finance 
apparent failure, the Exposition Committee advanced 
the necessary funds complete the Hall Medical Sci- 
ences. Naturally, the Committee hoped reimbursed 
the project was carried successful conclusion and 
proved asset the Exposition Company. This 
hope was realized and the Exposition Management has 
reimbursed the local committee through the sponsoring 
societies for all expenses incurred assembling the ex- 
hibit, maintaining the building, dismantling, and return 
the exhibits their source. 

This program, however, has involved the expenditure 
money the Committee and, therefore, detailed re- 
port that expenditure the sponsoring societies 
necessary, both protect the societies and the Committee. 
Most these accounts have been audited the Expo- 
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sition Management, but they are presented detail 
you for final audit and approval. For convenience, this 
expenditure will presented under six headings. 


December 22, 1936, the Exposition Management 
sent Doctor Kinney check cover his promotion 
trip Chicago, Detroit, Milwaukee, and Rochester for 
$357.30. This check was endorsed Doctor Geistweit, 
Director Medical Exhibits, and used him for pro- 
motion expense his office. Doctor state- 
ment this expenditure presented herewith (No. 1). 
The balance this account $42.31 closed check 
for that amount, payable Miss Verne Anderson, Secre- 
tary the Director Medical Exhibits. 


During the assembly and installation exhibits, 
the Committee spent $2,907.33. The details this ex- 
penditure and the receipted bills are presented herewith 
(No. 2). April 27, after the Hall Medical Sci- 
ences was completed and proved accepted and 
valuable attraction, statement this expense was sent 
Mr. Hal Hotchkiss, Vice-President the Exposition 
Company. This expense account was audited the Expo- 
sition, approved the Board Directors 
imbursement ordered. Payment was made two checks 
$1,453.66 each June and August 28, payable 
the California Medical Association and the San Diego 
County Medical Society. These checks were deposited 
the California Medical Association and reimbursement 
checks issued Doctor Kinney cover the amount 
expended the Committee. 


During the interval between April and the close 
the Exposition, several late exhibits were received and 
installed, largely the expense the Committee. Also 
during this interval there was considerable upkeep ex- 
pense the replacement light and projection bulbs and 
repair projection apparatus. These items amounted 
$251.42, the detail which, including the receipted bills, 
attached (No. 3). September statement this 
expense was sent Mr. Frank Belcher, President the 
Exposition, together with late bill from the Stanford 
University for $203.44 and renewed request for the 
honorarium for Doctor Geistweit that had been promised 
the Management his appointment. These bills were 
also audited the Exposition Company and paid Octo- 
ber check the San Diego County Medical So- 
ciety and the California Medical Association, amounting 
$854.86. The check was deposited the California 
Medical Association and distributed follows: Stanford 
University, $203.44; Doctor Geistweit, $400; 
imbursement Doctor Kinney, $251.42. 

the closing the Exposition, the Committee 
assumed the expense dismantling exhibits not otherwise 
provided for and the return these exhibits their 
source. Two other items expense arose this time, 
the bill for the incoming transportation the exhibit 
the Chicago Roentgen Society and the replacement two 
losses theft—a hat from the Western Costume Com- 
pany, and microscope belonging Dr. John Flude. 
The Committee paid these bills, settling all claims and 
expense (No. was forwarded the Board Di- 
rectors the Exposition and paid them without audit 
November 20. This check was also paid the San 
Diego County Medical Society and the California Medical 
Association and deposited the California Medical As- 
sociation. 

motion-picture film laboratory procedure was 
prepared Dr. Foord Pasadena for the Hall 
Medical Sciences, and this was authorized the 
chairman the Exposition Committee the California 
Medical Association and the chairman the local 
committee. This film was have been used part 
the educational program the auditorium, pro- 
gram proved unsuccessful and had abandoned. 
The film was not ready until after the closing the audi- 
torium and was not used. However, Doctor Foord had 
offered present this film the California Medical As- 
sociation for use their Public Health Institute and the 
film was prepared for this ultimate use. This expense, 
while not chargeable the Exposition Company, lia- 
bility the Committee. This one item expense in- 
curred the Hall Medical Sciences presented 
the Council the California Medical Association for 
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their consideration. the Council can use Doctor Foord’s 
film ultimately planned their program public 
health education, and the Council sees fit reimburse 
him for the $250 spent the preparation the film, this 
action will close all liability the Committee the 
California Medical Association and the local Exposition 
Committee. 

During the Century Progress, the Council the 
California Medical Association passed resolution, re- 
questing the American Medical Association prepare 
folio photographs the medical exhibits. Stimu- 
lated this action the Council 1933, the local 
committee had photographs made all exhibits and thus 
prepared permanent record the Hall Medical 
Sciences. Copies these books were sent the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, the California Medical Associ- 
ation, and the San Diego County Medical Society. Books 
were also given the Director Medical Exhibits, the 
Chairman the California Medical Association Com- 
mittee, and the assistant director, Dr. Harding. 
The total expense preparing these six books was 
$243.67 (No. 5). The Committee respectfully suggests 
that the Council the California Medical Association 
pay one-third this expense, namely, for the records filed 
the California Medical Association office, 
American Medical Association headquarters. The remain- 
ing two-thirds this account charge against the local 
committee and will absorbed them. 

Thus, the Committee for the San Diego County Medical 
Society and the Exposition have expended during the 
Exposition, $5,300.53. spite the complete failure 
the Committee obtain commercial exhibits, the Expo- 
sition Management has paid all bills presented them 
and have reimbursed the California Medical Association 
and the San Diego County Medical Society checks 
amounting $4,806.86. 

When the proposal medical exhibit was first made 
the Committee Public Relations the California 
Medical Association, Doctor Kinney, for the Exposition 
Company, agreed hold the California Medical Associ- 
ation free from all liability for the Hall Medical Sci- 
ences. This obligation has been all bills have 
been paid and all liabilities covered, and reimbusement 
has been made the Exposition Company. Only two 
items expense are herewith presented the Council, 
namely, Doctor Foord’s educational film and the perma- 
nent records for the California Medical Association and 
the American Medical Association. While these seem 
legitimate expenditure California Medical Associ- 
ation funds, and apart from the expense the Hall 
Medical Sciences, the Committee assumed these two items 
without previously granted authority from the Council 
and will gladly pay them the Council the California 
Medical Association directs. 

The Committee, compliance with its agreement with 
the California Medical Association and the American 
Medical Association, has submitted all its actions, every 
item policy, all proposed exhibits, and all questions 
conduct Dr. Toland, Chairman the Committee 
the California Medical Association, and has received 
from him his approval. action has been taken with- 
out such approval. Further, the Committee calls attention 
the fact that local exhibits were invited accepted 
the Hall Medical Sciences, except that the San 
Diego County Board Health. Many local physicians 
assisted loaning necessary items for the completion 
general exhibits, but recognition was given per- 
mitted for this courtesy and assistance. Grateful recog- 
nition should made this time Doctors 
Brown, Ray Lounsberry, Clyde Osborne, Thomp- 
son, Harding, Howard Ball, and Rees. The 
Committee cannot close this final report without acknowl- 


edgment the splendid support has received through- 
out the year. 


The officials the Exposition Company have kept 
their agreements the letter. They have deferred all 
matters policy Doctor Toland, Chairman the 
California Medical Association Committee, and have ac- 
cepted without question the decisions Doctor Geistweit, 
the director, all matters detail the installing and 
conducting the exhibits the Hall Medical Sciences. 
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Finally, they have paid, without discussion, all bills pre- 
sented them the Committee. 


The Committee appreciates the constant and sympa- 
thetic support Dr. Toland and the Committee 
the California Medical Association. They have never 
called upon the California Medical Association Com- 
mittee without receiving their wholehearted support. 
Their liaison with the California Medical Association, 
their procuring numerous and valuable exhibits and their 
advice and were indispensable the success 
the project. 


The Committee cannot too warmly commend the 
the many organizations that contributed 
exhibits the Hall Medical Sciences. While lack 
time made impossible meet the hope and expectations 
the Committee placing exhibits, the uniformly courte- 
ous, generous, and harmonious participation should 
gratefully appreciated the state and county societies, 
was the Committee charge.

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CALIFORNIA MEDICAL ASSOCIATION: 
HISTORICAL NOTES. 


The California Medical Association came into exist- 
ence the year 1856 with Keene, D., 
Dorado its first president, being succeeded 
office Gibbons, D., San Francisco. 

The organization its earlier days was known 
the Medical Society the State California, the 
present name being adopted the year 1924 order 
conform the nomenclature use the con- 
stituent state medical units the American Medical 
Association. 

During the sixties the state medical society was 
somewhat quiescent; but 1870 was reorganized, 
when the first president under the reorganization was 

1873 appeared the first copy the annual “Transac- 
tions the Medical Society California,” volume 
published each year, until Volume was issued April 
1901. that year was recommended that, since the 
annual transactions were “an extravagant and unnecessary 
way perpetuating the proceedings the society, the 
more rational one publishing monthly journal” 
adopted. Thus, “The California State Journal Medi- 
cine” came into existence, its name being changed 
“California and Western Medicine” the year 1924. 
The late Philip Mills Jones, D., may looked upon 
the founder the official journal. 

The first volume Annual Transactions, printed 
1873, interesting glance through, with roster 
some 195 “permanent members” the state society; for 
under that name the regular members were designated 
that time. 

the earlier days, owing the difficulties travel, 
the state medical society was practically almost exclu- 
sively northern organization, its counterpart Southern 
California being the Southern California Medical Society, 
was founded the year 1888. 

gives one, therefore, distinct shock note that, 
the 195 members the year 1873, all but seven were from 
north the Tehachapi, the seven southern members be- 
ing credited follows: Santa Barbara, four; San Diego, 
two; and Los Angeles, one! The Los Angeles representa- 
tive that time was Widney, D., who was the 
founder the Los Angeles County Medical Association. 
Doctor Widney was also the founder and the first dean 
the College Medicine the University Southern 
California, and later, for time, the president that 
university. 

With the reorganization the state society, which 
followed that the American Medical Association 
1901, the picture changed. 

For that year began the national association system 
made state society units, and these turn com- 
posed component county societies, only one such county 
unit being permitted for each county. 

From that time, too, the present day the state 
organization has increased numbers members, scope 
and influence, until now among the largest the 
state units which make the American Medical Asso- 

With record service well rendered over period 
many decades, the California Medical Association looks 
forward firm faith promising days still come, 
which shall full even greater achievement.
